Fears expressed by members of 
the revolutionary party that polftica) 
persecution might follow the laying 
down of arms, would be set at rest, it 
is believed, with assurances by mem- 
bers of: the new cabinet. Such a step 
will be one of the firet taken by the 
new cabinet, according to advices here. 

The method of peace negotiation 
which probably will be urged by the 
cabinet, will be formal presentation by 
tbe revolutionary party of a programme 
they desire. 

This will be followed hy conferences 
designed to satisfy all factions. 

As a proof to the revolutionists of 
its good intentions, the Mexican gov- 
ernment will soon put into effect in 
the State of Puebla, a corrective elect- 
ive policy.

| advices the fruit crop of Northern Cal- 


ifornia, while being about two weeks 
later than usual, will be greater than 
for years. Apricots will not be as pro- 
lific, but otherwise the fruit crop prom- 
ises to be a bumper. 

“The crop of apricots will fall far 
short of that of year,” said E. 
Jones, of the California Fruit Distribu- 
tors. “We had large crops of cota both 
last year and the year previous, but 
this will be an off year. There is no 
explanation for this other than the 
record is two years big crops and one 
year short crop. This is the short crop 
year. 

“Some varieties of peaches in the New 
Castile district will not be as heavy this 
year as last, while in other distriets 
the yield will be fully up to the normal. 
The injury to the peaches was done by 
the cold weather, which stopped the 
flow of sap after previous warm wea- 
ther had started it. This. will cause 
some of the fruit to drop later on. 

“Reports from the cherry-growing 
districts are to the effect that the crop 
will be large. The season as a whole 
will. be about two weeks later than nor- 
mal. The first car Was shipped out 
last year on April 28. It will probably 
be as late as May 15 before the first 
car leaves this year.”

Bancroft Paid Them t& Cash to 
Return the Whole of Their Great 
Loot, Which They Got by “Bump- 
ing” Him, and Now They Bide 
Their Time. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, March 2%.—[{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.) It was admitted yester- 
day that securities stolen from 
Aaron Bancroft, member of the 
firm of George Bancroft and 
Company, brokers, five weeks 
ago, have ‘been recovered. But 
it was also divulged that not all the 
stolen property was returned, and 
that, unless the rest of it is given up 
by Monday morning, there will prob- 
ably be a sensation and arrests. 

It was five weeks ago that Aaron 
Bancroft went to the safety deposit 
vaults of the Produce Exchange to 
deposit, as was his custom that day 
of the week and hour of the day, an 
envelope. On this occasion the large 
yellow envelope contained  rallroad 
bonds and other negotiable securities 
worth $100,000. As he entered the place 
two men bumped against him, knock- 
ing him down. He dropped the en- 
velope. When he got up one of the 
men politely handed it back to him 
with apologies. 

Mr. Bancroft then deposited what he 
thought was his envelope intact. 

A few days later another member of 
the firm found that it was stuffed with 
lank paper and had evidently been 
‘substituted for the one containing the 
bonds by persons who knew of the 
habits of Aaron Bancroft. 

Private detectives were put on the 
case and a few days ago a lawyer 
representing Mr. Bancroft and the 


‘firm was notified that the thieves 


Wanted to return the securities and 
would do so on paid an amount 
of money. 

Arrangements were made whereby 
an emissary of Mr. Bancroft could 
meet the thieves, or their representa- 
tive. in a taxicab in a downtown 
street and talk it over. The money 


demanded was paid—about $6900. The

JOY WITHOUT WEALTH. 
An exceptionally able sermon, yester- 


day, was that preached at the First 
Methodist Church, by Col. Blanch Cox 
of the Salvation Army of Detroit, Mich. 
She was born in London where she 
was converted to Christianity, when 16 
years old by Eva Booth, “The Little 
Mother” of the Salvation Army, dur- 
ing one of her remarkable revival cam- 
paigne in the slums of that great city. 
For sometime after her conversion Col. 
Cox worked in the slums of London, 
later going to India as a missionary 
of the Salvation Army. 

Several years ago she was placed in 
charge of the Salvation Army quar- 
ters, in Detroit, at which place she 
was arrested for holding gospel meet- 
ing on the streets. Her trial was re- 
markable because the better element 
of that city rallied to her support in 
such force as to cause an immediate 
change in the government of Detroit 
regarding the liberties allowed the Sal- 
vation Army in its street work. Col. 
Cox had aroused the good people, and 
especially the wealthy residents, to 
such a pitch of enthusiasm, that she 
succeeded, with but little difficulty, in 
raising $100,000 for the building of a 
great Salvation Army temple in De- 
trott. 

The sermon yesterday morning was 
on the essential requirements of relig- 
ion. “Your heart is the center of your 
religion,” she sald. “Your head may 
be alright, but unless your heart has 
religion you don't have it. Conversion 
and conviction are the same in religion. 
When you have a conviction of religion 
you are converted. One of the most 
pitiful and pathetic cries of the human 
race is that of the backslider when he 
realizes his mistake and wants to again 
get back where he is at peace with 
his God. 

“Joy is something everyone is seeking 
and but few secure. Joy is absolutely 
independent of any environment. Don't 
say if your circumstances were dif- 
ferent, if you had a little more money, 
if you were only wealthy you would 
be happy. you would have joy, you 
would be a contented Christian. That's 
a mistake. It is not so. If you say 
that you haven't religion. Joy has 
nothing whatever to do with money or 
wealth or circumstances. If your heart 
is right you will have joy no matter 
what elee may prevail. I learned my 
lessons tn the slums. I could go on 
and tell you stories, which have actual- 
ly happened before my eyes, for the 
next week: stories which prove every 
word of what I say when I say that 
environment has nothing whatever to 
do with joy. 

“Men and women will never get hap- 
piness and religion by argument. You 
can never buy it; you cannot steal it. 
‘When you get religion fou will know 
it, and when you get religion you 
have joy and happiness, and not 
until then.”

Depriving Cities of the Right to 
Tax Corporations Makes It Neces- 
sary to Increase Tax Rate on Pri- 
vate Property, and Bond Issucs 
Will Become Unpopular. 


REDONDO BEACH, March 26.—The 
question of a bond isewe for a public 
library site and building is the chief 
topic of interest here at present. A 
week ago a petition was circulated and 
signed’ by a large number of citizens 
asking the board to call an election to 
vote $50,000 bonds for a library site, 
building and equipment. The petition 
will be presented to the Trustees Mon- 
day evening. In the meantime many of 
the signers have changed their minds 
and announced their intention to re- 
quest the City Clerk to take their 
names from the petition. 

The reason for this change of mind is 
that voiced by a local paper, the Reflex, 
which argues that on closer considera- 
tion it would not be feasable to bond 
the city and so increase the tax rate 
in addition to the increase that will 
be necessary owing to Amendment No. 
1. The troublesome amendment that is 
causing so much discussion through- 
out the State will, it is held, decrease 
the revenue of city taxes from corpora- 
tions very materially, as the corpora- 


.tions will be practically free from mu- 


nicipal taxation. As this deficit will 
have to be made up by taxing private 


property higher and as the corpora- 
tions would not have to pay taxes on 
any ? esued sines the adopt of 
the amendment it is argued by many 
that the city would not be justified in 
a bond 

The “standpatters™ of the petition 
argue that a public improvement of 
this nature will enhance the vaiue of 
all property and so add to the advan- 
tages of the town that it will more 
than off-sét the increase of taxes.

SANTA FE BEGINS BIG TASK. 


Will Lay Eigity-Pound Rails on 
Fifteen Miles of Road in Vicinity 
of Oceanside’ 


~ OCEANSIDE, March %.—The laying 
of fifteen of eighty-pound ratis 
has been commenced by the Santa Fe 
rallway company, between Sorrento 
and Pacific Beach, south of Oceanside. 
The ratis have been piled up in the 
Santa Fe yards here for over a year. 
‘Tap laying of the heavy rails was dis- 
continued at Sorrento, at the foot of 
the Soledad Mountain, which the 
company proposed to tunnel, and it 
was thought the sixty-pound rails 
could be made to serve until the com- 
pletion of the tunnel.

The 
fight to prevent his deportation, ac- 
cording to Attorney Willis, will be the 
bitterest ever waged in the local fed- 
eral tribunal on a like subject.

MEMORIAL BAPTIST CHURCH. 
THE LOVE FOR GOD AND LOVE FOR MAN 
ITOMIZED IN CHRIST'S TEACH- 

INGS ARE ALL-EMBRACING. 


Rev. C. C. Pierce, D. D., former pas- 
tor of the Memoria! Baptist Church of 
thie city, preached there yesterday on 
“Christianity and Social Problems.” 
Taking for his text the words, “The 
field ts the world,” he said in part: 

“The world’s unerring and incompar- 
able teacher epitomized all inspired ut- 
terances, all prophetic vision ef better 
things Into two simple sentences, and 
condensed al! into two great co-ordinate 
and identical principles; love for God 
and love for man. On these two great, 
all-inclusive principles hang all the law, 
and all the prophets. To Christ these 
two powers in the human heart were 
one and the same. He did not separate 
them. 

“Right at this point Christian people 
have made their greatest blunder. We 
seem to suppose that love to God is 
one thing. and love for man another. 
— have supposed they could love 

. and certainly not act as if they 
loved their fellow-men. Others have 
sald that we could not love our fellow- 
men without first loving God, and have 
insisted that we must love God any- 
way, whether we love our fellow -men or 
not. If we are going to take the bible 
as our guide, why not put this order as 
it is put there. The simple fact is that 
we cannot love God unless we love our 
fellow-men first. The fundamental 
thing Ts love to man. The first precept 
as given by Christ has to do with man 
| in his individual life, the second in his 
social relations. We cannot know that 
our individual life is what it should 
(be unless we have made our so- 
‘clal life what it ought to be. The church 
has been so busy worshiping God that 
it has forgotten and lected to love 
and serve man, which the only real 


“In doi this we find as the Master 
‘said that * field is the world.” Every- 
thing that man needs, and does, and 
every relation of his whole life is the | 
direct field for the application of the 
teachings of Christ. Shut up the re- 
ligion which Christ gaye us in a 4un- 
geon, separate jt from the field In which 
men live and aspire and struggle and 
toll and die, and the religion itself dies. 
Religion is a thing of life. It is found 
where men actually live and ought to 
be found everywhere they live. If 
Christ were to come to Los Angeles 
today and seek for some place in which 
they were manifesting the religion he 
taught, the lagt place he would go 
would be to one of the so-called re- 
ligious meetings of the time. 

“It is more important that a ciéy 
should have the right kind of homes 
than the right kind of theology. It is 
more important that we should actually 
know how to love our fellowmen and 
know how to live with them in the 
right sort of social relations than that 
we should be able to say we love God 
and forget our fellow-men or not know 
how to get along with them.” 


REV. A. C. SMITHER. 
FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
GOD ASKS THAT MEN GIVE THEMSELVES 
IN LOYAL SURRENDER TO HIS 
BON AND HIS SERVICE. 
Yesterday morning at the Firet Chrie- 
tian Church the pastor, Rev. A. C. 
Smither, preached the 1600th sermon in 
his more than twenty years’ pastorate 
with that congregation. His theme was 
“Self-Surrender” and was a sermon 
prepared conjointly with the other pas- 
tors in the union meeting now in pro- 
gress at the First Congregational 

Church. He said in part: 

“My text is “They first gave their own 
selves to the Lord, and suggests the 
thought of giving ourselves to God. 
Giving is primal in Christian life and 
The whole system rests on 
God's gift of His Son. He asks that 
men shall give themeelves in loyal sur- 
render.to His Son and His service. This 
giving must be unselfish and voluntary. 
There must be no compulsion except 
that of conscience and duty. Any other 
motive impairs and destroys the effect- 
iveness of such surrender. 

“This giving reaches self and must 
be centered on self. This ts the most 
costiy and valuable offering that can 
be made to God. Only self has per- 
manent and abiding value. All things 
elee are merely incidental and tran- 
sittory. Man i« of supreme worth only 
as he rises to an adequate likeness and 
service to God. Like the prodigal, he 
may waste his powers In riotous living.

“This surrender to God ought to come 
firet: for it i# first in importance. Com- 
pared to it all things else are secondary 
and insignificant. The Master said,

RULE I8 A MEDIOCRE PERSON. 

In his sermon on the golden rule, 
Rev. E. Etanton Hodgin, at the First 
Unitarian Church, yesterday morning 
said in part: 

“The idea quite widely prevails that 
the golden rule is so idealistic in char- 
acter and so transcendent in its de- 
mands that man can do but little 
more than to gaze at it in rapt vision 
while he ig powerless to even approach 
it im his daily life. It is regarded 
as something for preachers and other 
sentimentalists to talk about and to 
prociaim to the world, and while man 
may add something to his moral and 
spiritual fiber by the contemplation 
of it, it canpot, of course, be carried 
into the world of affairs. They look 
upon the occasional prophets who have 
had the moral and spiritual audacity, 
not only to prociaim it, but to attempt 
to actually incorporate it into life as 
martyrs to this impossible ideal. 

As @ matter of fact, while obedience 
to the golden rule, would bring us much 
nearer the kingdom than we now are, 
there is nothing so very sublime and 
transcendent about it. It is nothing if 
not practical. One may bring his life 
Into conformity to its minumum de- 
mands and still amount to very little 
in the world. The person who never 
hears a higher call than the golden rule 
is a very mediocre person, and has ex- 
perienced few «piritual thrills. I know 
many people who live habitually far 
above the demands of the golden rule 
and would be filled with shame and 
humiliation to find themselves only 
rising to its level. Their interests A!- 
ways center in the well-being of others, 
and they are ever forgetful of self 
“One of the worst features of our 
Present day life is the low view we 
take of present day morality the way we 
acquiesce in the declarations that our 
age is wholly sordid and selfish In 
reality, the epirit of generous helpful- 
ness is the rule, and sordid selfishness 
is the exception. It is the exceptional 
things that impress us, and we pases 
right over the hundreds of unselfish 
acts in our dally life, taking them for 
granted, and fasten upon the selfish 
ones as the true measure of the moral- 
ity of our time. But a majority of 
people do rise to the level of the golden 
rule in a majority of their acts. If thie 
were not true, society would speedily 
disintegrate. 

“That ‘the golden rule can be prac- 
ticed in the commercial world and is 
the best rule of business, has heen dem- 
onstrated again and again. The nearer 
all business is made to conform to the 
lines of the golden rule, the more 
wealth will be produced, the more 
equitably will that wealth be distri- 
buted and the better does it serve 
mankind.”

UMANE AND PRACTICAL. 

A psycopathic hospital in Los Angeles, 
a6 proposed by the clubwomen, is demanded 
by the dictates both of humanity and of 
common sense. Srch an institution, prop- 
erly managed, would save not only human 
suffering, human reason and human lives, 
but also dollars and cents to the community. 
The Connecticut Society for Mental Hy- 
giene is authority for the statement: “From 


40 to 50 per cent. of all cases of mental | 


disorder are due to well defined and avoild- 
able causes. This means that thousands of 
the 200,000 mental incompetents in this 
country become insane hot through fate but 
through ignorance and neglect.” 


_ A psyeopathic hospital should be equipped | 


to receive and treat cases coming before the 
courts and the lunacy commission, and also 
to receive patients who are not insane or 
nearinsane, but who are suffering from 
causes which may produce insanity if not 
relieved. Such ‘patients should be received 
and treated without any commitment or pub- 
licity and without any fear of restraint 
against the will Where such an institu- 
tion has been provided in other cities it 
has been found that men and women who 
are obsessed by the fear of insanity—a 
fear usually carefully concealed even from 
their nearest friends—will come voluntarily 
for advice and treatment; while many cases 
aye brought by friends when the disease is 
in its incipient stages and are treated and 


cured withéut going through the red tape | 


of court proceedings and becoming wards 
of the State. 

The present detention.ward at the Coun- 
ty Hospital is as inadequate and out-of-date 
as would be a horse car on Broadway. It 
consists of a double row of small cells on 
either side of a narrow corridor, the lower 
floor for men and the upper for women. 
There are no arrangements for comfort or 
for medical treatment. It is simply a place 
of confinement, in the charge of a deputy 
sheriff and a man and wife as attendants. 
These people are kind hearted and do the 
best they can under the circumstances— 
but it is no wonder that a delicate, sensi- 
tive woman, physically ill and with reason 
trembling in the balance, becomes a lunatic 
when she finds herself locked into a bare 
cell with iron-barred window and a peep 
hole in the door. Sometimes patients are 
unavoidably held here for a week or more, 
and added to the other ills of the situation 
is the necessity of several journeys back 
and forth between the County Hospita! and 
the Courthouse in the county's Black Maria. 
Then finally comes the journey to the rail. 
road station and the weapisome and often 
uncomfortable trip to Patton, and all of this 
before any treatment for the trouble be- 
gins. Is it unreasonable to believe that a 
chance for recovery existing at the first 
confinement is often lost before medical 
treatment-is received under such condi- 
tions? 

Los Angeles owes it to herself as a pro- 
gressive and humgne community to pro- 
vide a modern hospital equipped with every 
facility for the observation and treatment 
of the mentally affected according to the 
latest scientific methods. This institution 
should be centrally located where the Su- 
perior Judge, whote duty it is to make legal! 
examination, andithe physicians who make 
the physical examination, can conveniently 
come to the patient instead of requiring the 
patient to be brought to them. It should 
also be so situated that the services of the 
faculties and students of the medical schools 
will be easily available. The location pro- 
posed by the Psycopathic Association. at 
College and Yale streets, already owned by 
the county, will answer these purposes and 
is not too far removed from the County 
Hospital.to make a common management 
impractical. 

Cases should be temporarily assigned to 
this hospital unti] their status is fully de 
termined. In this why many commitments 
to the State institutions will be avoided, 
since under the present loca! conditions, 
where any doubt as to sanity exists, there 
is no alternative; but commitment. It is 
comparatively eagy to secure commitment 
to an insane asylom, but not so easy to 
secure release. The patient, upon beco'ning 
a ward of the State, is practically under 
the control of the management of the in- 
stitution. in general this may be a 
wise and necessary provision, it is liable 
to grave abuses. At least, no man or wom- 
an should be compelled to submit to the 
restraints of a lunatic asylum so long as 
there is prospect of recovery or ho menace 
to public safety. — 

Before all things’ no opportunity for pre- 
venting the loss of reason should be over- 
looked. That this, the greatest of human 
calamities, may be: very largely prevented 
through education ‘concerning the subject 
and through right:treatment at the right 
time, has now been fully demonstrated. It 
remains for us to avail ourselves of these 
means and to remedy the evils of our pres- 
ent system. The efforts of the Psycopathic 
Association and the physicians of the city 
to secure a psycopathic hospita! should meet 
with a prompt reagjonse.

An advertiser who understands the prin- 
ciples of the art sa presents the thing ad- 
vertised as to arrest the attention of people 
who usually omit to read advertisements. 
This being accomplished, the next thing is 
to forcefully, tersely and attractively present 
the merits of tae thing advertised so as to 
arouse and stimulate the latent desire of 
the reader to possess it, or to create in his 
mind a wish to examine it. Advertising, like 
poetry or oratory, is a gift rather than an 
acquired talent, and the hackneyed proverb 
of “poet nasctitur orator non fit,” might well 
be paraphrased so as to read “advertiser 
nascitur spel)binder non fit.” 

It is not only bad morals but bad business 
judgment for an advertiser to lie. A pur- 
chaser of anything, from a town lot to a 
pair of pantaloons, wil] examine the goods 
before he buys, and a misrepresentation will 
prejudice him against both the article and 
the advertiser. The merchant who adver- 
tises as al] wool or all silk goods that are 
half cotton or all nearsiik, will not only fail 


-of making a sale to an Intelligent buyer, 


he will cause the buyer to avoid another 
visit to the emporium of fashion where such 
goods are displayed. The real estate agent 
who states in his advertisement that the

Truth, even 
of the bitter variety, is good medicine— 
better than the sweest lie that was ever 
compounded for fools. ; 

But a far more aggravating sinner with 
whom to journey along the way of the pil- 
grimage is the sinner who nevér goes and 
never does wrong—the Sinless Sinner. For,

.possible good motives to much of his men- 
dacity.
